REPRINT 
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Bounced 
Off Sun 

STANFORD, Calif. (UPD - 
American scientists have made 
an “epochal achievement** by 
bouncing a radar signal off the 
sun, it was announced today. 

The feat marked the first di¬ 
rect radar contact with the sun 
in history and it is hoped the ex¬ 
periments will allow prediction of 
radio communication trouble 
caused by the sun. 

The experiment was carried out 
by Stanford scientists Prof. Von 
R. Eshleman, Lt. Col. Robert C. 
Barthle and Dr. Philip B. Galla¬ 
gher at sunrise on April 7, 10, and 
12, 1959. 

It was reported in today’s issue 
of Science, a professional jour¬ 
nal. A radio signal was broadcast 
to the sun and its faint echo re¬ 
corded. 

The delay In reporting the 
achievement was caused by the 
fact that it took electronic com¬ 
puters more than six months to 
analyze and verify the data.

Bart, who was working in 
~ the- 'Sarnia -railroad yards 
when he and two Nether 
workers saw the lights, said 
he has no idea what caused 
them. They remained mo¬ 
tionless in the sky and then 
moved away. 

THE TRAIN was moving slow-i 
ly west toward the St. Clair river j 
tunnel on its way to Port Huron 
when Mr. Bart, hanging on one 
side of a freight car, looked into 
the sky toward the east. 

It was still dark out. 

“I saw what I first believed to 
be a cluster of stars; and then 
when the cluster started to move 
closer it looked more like the 
landing lights of a plane,” Mr. 
Bart said. 


“The lights kept getting 
closer and when they were 
about the size of basketballs 
they stopped and remained 
motionless. I would estimate 
that they were about 5,000 
feet high. 

“I turned to Mr. Abbott on the 
other; side of the freight car and 
told him to take a look. 

“He saw the lights, but speculat¬ 
ed that they were from the rail¬ 
road yard tower. 

★ ★ * 

“BUT AS THE train pulled out 
of the yard we became directly 
in line with the yard. We could 
see the tower lights then and also 
the lights in the sky.” 

“It was dark, but there was a 
moon and I could also see the 
stars. 

“There *was a thin layer of haze 
in the sky and we could see the 
moon and stars rights through the 
haze. 

“The objects seemed to 
come right out of the haze. 
They looked to be just above 
the haze, and were shining 
through it.” 

Mr. Bart said that the lights 
did not appear to be solid objects, 
as such, but were exceptionally 
bright—bright enough to look at 
first like plane landing lights. 

★ ★ ★ 

“THE OBJECTS had a definite 
formation, three in an irregular 
line on top and two on the bot¬ 
tom. 

“The ones on the bottom gave 
off short beams of light at an 
angle. 

“The beams didn’t reach tery 
far down,” Mr. Bart said. 

Mr. Bart said the whole 
incident took about ^ five 

minutes. The lights appear¬ 
ed about 5:50 a.m. and 
faded rapidly away into the 
northeast about 5:55 a.m. 

The Train moved through the 
tunnel and into the depot in 
iPort Huron. 


When Mr. Bart returned to 
Sarnia yards about 6:30 a.m. he 
went to the tower in the yard 
and asked Edward Baker, yard- 
master, if he had seen anything 
strange. 

★ ★ ★ 

MR. BART said Mr. Baker told 
him that he had not seen the 
lights, but had noted consider¬ 
able static on the radio speaker 
in the tower at about the time 
:that Mr. Bart and the others saw 
the lights. 

Mr. Baker told Mr. Bart about 
another strange thing. 

Mr. Baker said that in a 
nearby tree there was a 
flock of crows nesting that 
had become accustomed to 
the trains that moved by 
every day and never seemed 
to be disturbed by them. 

But about the time the 
static on the radio occurred 
the crows became noisy, Mr. 
Baker said. 

Later Sunday Mr. Bart eame 
to Port Huron by train and 
stopped in the Grand Trunk 
restaurant where he was dis¬ 
cussing the inci^nt with several 
other men when Mrs. Thelma 
Ballentine, 1115 Eleventh ave¬ 
nue, employe of the Grand 
Trunk YMCA, mentioned that 
about the same time Sunday 
morning she heard a peculiar 
noise.

“AT FIRST I thought it 
might be a train or plane, but 
when I listened a little longer 
it sounded like a dynamo run¬ 
ning or a large group of 
planes,” Mrs. Ballentine said. 

“The sound was a steady one 
and it sounded the loudest from 
the southern part of the house. 

“It lasted for about five min¬ 
utes and then began to fade out. 

“The noise was like nothing 
I had ever heard before,” Mrs. 
Ballentine said. 

Mrs. Ballentine said she did 
not look outside or see any 
lights. 


Sky Flash 
Seen in 
4 States 

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah- 
151—A bright flash lit up the 
sky over four Western states 
at 12:03 a.m. Sunday. 

But officials said, reports of 
a second flash 2V£ hours later 
in the vicinity of the national 
atomic reactor testing station 
in eastern Idaho were errone¬ 
ous—apparently the result of 
a misunderstanding. 

The first flash was believed 
to have been a meteor. 

The federal aviation agency 
said no airplanes were report¬ 
ed missing in the area at the 
time. 

The lighf was seen by hun¬ 
dreds of persons in M o n t a n a, 
Idaho, Wyoming and northern 
Utah. Their reports seemed to 
pinpoint it in southwestern 
Montana—possibly in the Bitter 
Root valley.' Some persons in 
Missoula and Butte, Mont., 
claimed they heard an explo¬ 
sion 

“It was fantastically bright— 
it lit up everything in the cock¬ 
pit and the cabin and the entire 
sky outside,” said Capt. Rich¬ 
ard Belew of Salt Lake City, 
pilot of a Western Air Lines 
Convair. “It was a brighter 
night time flash than either my 
copilot, George Holgreen, or I 
had ever seen.” 

It was confirmed that there 
was a momentary power fail¬ 
ure at the reactor testing sta¬ 
tion at 2:27 a.m.—two and a 
half hours after the meteoric 
flash. He said it was believed 
caused by a bird flying into a 
power line.

The following article first appear¬ 
ed in "The Star", published in Shef¬ 
field, England, and has been reprin¬ 
ted in "The Flying Saucer Review" and 
"The Interplanetary Foundation UFO - 
LIBRA", and was written by Bernard 
Smith.... 

It was pelting down outside as in 
a cozy little cottage high up on Sir 
William Hill in picturesque Grind]e- 
ford near Sheffield, we waited in the 
growing dusk for a voice from another 
world. This was no seance—there 
were no spirits involved--just an or¬ 
dinary looking tape recorder. It was 
running noiselessly now, in front of 
us, our ears strained to catch the 
faintest whisper. And then it happen¬ 
ed. We heard an odd type of trans¬ 
mitter click and then a faint etheral 
voice spoke quite distinctly "SHIP IS 
REAL, PEOPLE." We gasped, our host 
stopped the tape, wound it back a 
little and played it again—"Ship is 
real, people."—each word sharply 
clipped off by a wierd voice. IS IT 
A HOAX? You, dear reader, can answer 
that one after you’ve read the facts. 

Not content with just dabbling in 
flying saucers and queer happenings 
which have been reported in "The Star" 
in the past, he now claims that his 
tape machine is continuously record¬ 
ing voices and sounds from either 
space ships, or people, on another 
world, who are watching us. He puts 
the microphone on his bedroom window 
sill and waits—and the result is 
hundreds of mysterious recordings, the 
majority of which defy any explanation. 


I spent a whole evening listening 
to the recordings and came away with 
a headache. A B.B.C. engineer, a cy¬ 
nical metallurgist, officials of as¬ 
tronomical societies, and psychicre¬ 
search people have listened to them, 
too, and left scratching their heads 
in amazement.... 

It all started when on August 31 
last year he heard "a long metallic 
note of 995 c.p.s. coming from the 
sky over Eyam Moor. The object pro¬ 
ducing it was flying WNW.".... Al¬ 
though Phillip’s hearing is extra sen¬ 
sitive, HE rarely actually hears 
anything. It is only the micro¬ 
phone which "hears" the voices, 
so recording them on tape to be 
played later... Phillip always 
announces a time check when he be¬ 
gins recording, and on one occa¬ 
sion discovered a voice had immed¬ 
iately followed it up with anotter 
check, giving the time on a 24 - 
hour clock. The voice made a mis¬ 
take and corrected itself. Phil¬ 
lip never heard a thing until he 
"played" the tape.... 

Mr. Rodgers is wildly enthusi¬ 
astic about his work, and says 
their transmissions are not radio, 
but a form of transmission unknown 
to us. He describes the sounds 
"as resembling faint .’torse signals, 
strange tremoli, short musical 
figures, hums, booms, clicks, and 
crashes of a kind I have never he¬ 
ard before," and as for the voioas 
"In the main they speak a language 
utterly different from any I know. 
It has many dipthongs with very 
few consonants. It is decidedly 
nasal and is sung rather than 
spoken." 

Mr. Rodgers has recorded the 
music of these "unknown people." 

At 10:45 one night the microphone 
picked up the voices of a child¬ 
ren's choir. Such waa the music 
that a camp singsong was immedi¬ 
ately ruled out. It just might 
have been sound, coming up from a 
TV or radio in the village (high¬ 
ly improbably this), but an ex¬ 
haustive check on all the networks 
and channels deepened the mystery,

for there was no children's 
choir on the air at the time of 
the recording. Anyway, Phillip 
says the microphone does not pick 
up sounds from the village, and 
unknown to him I checked up on this 
statement while his recorder was 
tuned in. 

Surely the following statement 
of Phillip's is not that made by 
a crank: "Their music is different 
from any I have heard, being thor¬ 
oughly diatonic but unrlythmic. 
Phases I have recorded are dis¬ 
tinctly modernistic by our stan¬ 
dards." .... 

Mr. R. F. Pashley, secretary of 
Sheffield's Astronomical Society, 


says: "This half-blind musician 
is doing a really scientific job 
of work in a scientific way. His 
recordings consist of a solid 
core of unexplainable noises which 
are completely baffling in their 
origin." 


GREENERY SEEN ON 
MARS CALLED FALSE 

Bloomington, Ind.(UPl) 

Astronomers who thou¬ 
ght they saw green areas 
on the planet Mars may 
have been the victims 
of an optical illusion, 
Prof. Ingeborg Schmidt 
of the Indiana Univer¬ 
sity Optometry Division 
said. 

The green areas, some 
of which seem to turn 
brown at certain seasons 
on Mars, have been thou¬ 
ght by many astronomers 
to be vegetation. 

Miss Schmidt said she 
demonstrated to a re¬ 
cent international ast- 
ronautical congress in 
London, England, how 
effects of color con¬ 
trast might cause gray 
areas on Mars to look 
green. 

Since the major poi> 
tion of the Martian 
landscape has an orange 
hue, Miss Schmidt argued 
that dark areas may look 
green by contrast. Lack 
of sharpness, caused by 
turbulence of the Ear¬ 
th's atmosphere, may 
add to the effect, she 
said.
